In the agitation and
political convulsion produced by its discussion,
are found all the elements, segments, fractions
and factions of parties united, acting in concert,
or changing front and dank. Texas and Anti-
Texas men, Democrats and Whigs, are seen

l.and in hand; and many Democrats, who were

thought to be indissolubly united in relation to

Oregon, and in support ol the Administration, are

fjund diametrically opposed.
Many are for giving the twelve months' notice

stipulated by the treaty of 1827, with Great Bri¬
tain, in relation to the "joint occupation." and in
accordance with the recommendation ofthe Pre-
Miienl relative thereto; and many are decidedly
against it. It is a little extraordinary that the
oldest and most experienced mcmlierof the lower
llouse, (Hon. John Q.. Adam-,) is in favor of the
notice, and is thus acting with the supporters of
the Administration.

up. The truth is, Judge W.'s nomination has
not yet been taken up in the Senate. His own
friends have requested the delay, and they who

consideration, say that as yet it has not been acted
on in any manner. It is also said that the nomi¬
nation of Mr. Slidell, as Minister to Mexico, i>

opposed by many Democratic Senators. Where¬
as, I know that ercry one approves ol the appoint¬
ment. There are certain Whig Senators who,
out ofdoois, allege that his temper is too hasty lot

our position at this peculiar time, and I (aire it
for granted, urge the same objection against him
on the consideration of the nomination. This is
all folderol, as every one intimately acquainted
with Mr. S. knows. He is famed among his
friends for coolness, caution, arid deliberation in
all things, and for the usual accompaniments ol
such a tone of miud, decision ol character and
firmness, which these Whigs mistake for rash¬
ness. It has also been said, that our Mexican
relations have been belbte the Senate for some
days past, which is n>it true. I feel confident that
nothing referring to Mexico has been sent in as

ytt.
The tone of the last advices from that unhappy

country, indicate that Parad< s is at the head of
the Government bv this time. The only plea
upon which he justifies his usurpation, is the ne¬

cessity of declaring war against the United
States. II he has ihe slightest hope of obtaining
funds from English sources, with which to secure

himself against his rivals, he will doubtless tic-
-lare war against us, hut will not make the first
move towaids carrying out his declaration,
trusting, as well he may, that the United States
Government will make no demonstration against
Mexico, unless an overt act of hostility takes
place on her part. Not a movement will be made
against our commerce, or against Texas, by land.
The Mexican War will end where it begins, with
her simple declaration, and the consequent
closing ol her ports against us. If, however, we

should in ihe mean time be embroiled with Eng-
land, ihe latter may make war on lis through the
Mexicans, in which ca<e they will catch it.

We were forcibly struck with ibc moral spec¬

tacle presented in the blending of the two Repub-
lies, our Union and Texas, into one, when we

opened, a few mornings since, the "Gazette," print¬
ed in Corpus Christi, Texas. This little place
had barely an cxistencc ti!i very recently, when
American «-!cill and enterprize carried thither a

practical knowledge cf our liberal institutions.
It i* here that our liul" army is stationed, pre¬
pared to sustain the annexation which our Na¬
tional Legislatute has jus>t sanctioned. Already,
under the promised blcssintrs ol the union, the
mind.* of the settlers have received a new and

powerful impulse. A year ago, the sparely scat¬

tered settlers of this portion of Texas were re¬

garded as "outside Barbarian*;" note, they have

sprung into vigorous action, and, as with true

American spirit, are looking around lor the corn-

tons and even luxuries ol life. They must, for¬

sooth, have a newspaper.and they have suc¬

ceeded. Their "Gazette" is now before us, and a

very crcditable sheet it is. One of its well-print¬
ed pages is filled with extracts fioin the message
of the President of the United States, [Texas in¬

cluded.] The Editors, Bangs and Fletcher, have

adopted Havy Crockett's salutary mot o."Be
sure you are right, then go ahead." They say:
"This paper will be devoted to the loc tl inter¬

ests and wants of this portion ol the Slate, and
those oj the army stationed here. It will be our

object to obtain and disseminate correct informa¬
tion upon all subjects connected therewith.while
at the same time we propose to tnake it both use¬

ful and entertaining, by giving, in a condensed
lorm, a summary of the latest and most impor¬
tant foreign, political and commercial news. In
politics, it will be strictly neutral.unconnected
with arty party, and the slave of none."
Can such a people be conquered, when the

newspaper is the great Civilizerl What nation
is strong enough to check the progress ol a people,
free themselves, and resolved to difiuse, on the

wings of the press, the true principles ol rational
liberty 1 In looking over the columns of this

messenger from a new countty, we find that they
have a "Tremont House," a Free Mason's

Lodge and three fine steamers to run regulatly
between Aransas Bay and Galveston. The fol¬

lowing extract shows, that there is no want ol

fun, or of the luxuries and dissipations of life,
This is, indeed, a "great country
"We already have the 'Union Theatre,' a very

neat and commodious house, erected by Majur
Bryant, capable of holding about three hundred
anil filly person®, end well filled every night.
The performances are fully equal to those ol any
place havingfqual mearstifencouragement. Two
miles from this, in the nottliern p it ol the camp,
is the'Garrison Theatre,'which opens this wttk,

j with a company capable of impersonating the
most distinguished characters ol ancient or modern
times. This latter theatre has l>een erected by
the officers stationed here, for the amusement ol

the Army, and is said to be the most commodious
and elegant in the Republic. In addition to

these amusements, a series ol Balls and Cotillion
Parties are to be given, in which the citizens and
otlficeis are to unite; and for the sake ofour fair
friends we hope they will be continued through¬
out the entire season. Besides these, we have a

new and beautiful tace-course, a mile long, le¬
velled and shelled its whole length.and not only
the race course, but some of the best American
and Mexican horses in existence, to run over it;
and some of the keenest, trirst sportsmen, among
the officers stationed here, that the United States
can boast, to manage and conduc t the sports."

He

has risen rapidly to diMinclior>; his abilities have

gained lor him extraordinary attentions in the

distinguished circles ol Munich. On tlie -'2d ol

August, the artists of the place waited on hint in

a thidy, act! complimented liini on his successlul
ellbis, and on the superior talents w hich heevinc-
ed in the coloring and shading ot his pictures,

| and in the simplicity and elevation ol character
which he gives to hisdesigns. The meeting i»

said to have been of a mnst interesting discrtp-
j tion. On the fallowing day Mr. L. was honored
with a visit from their Majesties, the King at d

Queen of Bavaria, and the King ol Prussia, then

in Munich. Much attention was also paid him

by the Pope's nuncio, who promised him an in-

troducioiy letter to the Pope, and a favorable re-

ceptionin Rome. advantages to him asa painter.

HOUSE OF DELEGATES.

A communication was received from the Se¬
nate informing the House that the Senate insisted
upon their amendment to the resolution for the
election of certain officers of Government, to
which the House of Delegates disagreed.
On motion of Mr. HARVIE the House receded

from their disagreement to the said amendment;
thereupon, on motion of Mr. McPherson the said
ameudment wasamendtdby striking outthe words
' the third day of February next," and inserting
in lieu thereof, the words "Tuesday the 27rii
init.," so as to make the election of taid officers
on that day; and as amended was agreed to by
the House.

Ordered that Mr. IIARVIE inform the Senate
of the decision ol the House.

Mr. SOUTHALL said that lie did not design

entering at this lime upon the discussion of the

general question as tc« the best system ol popular
education, but he would merely state the reasons

that had influenced the Committee in adopting
their report.
Mr. vERBY requested Mr. SOUTIIALL lo

vicld the rt< or. The whole sul-jcct of education
'was before the House, and his resolution, (pro¬
viding for the annual appropriation of 5100,000
in addition to ifce Literary Fund,) should leftist
considered. His proposition must form the basis
ol any system that might be adopted. It required
a less expenditure than any other plan tli.'.t had
been proposed, and would provide the ways and
means which should properly precede the adop¬
tion of nny system. He moved that his resulu-
tion be taken up and considered.the order of the
dav being passed by lor that purposed.
Mr. SOUTHALL had no preference as to the

order ol proceedin*s. The consideration ol the
reasons ihat had influenced the committee must
take place at some future time.
Mr. McRAE preferred taking up the report of

the committee. They should first decide upon
the system, and then provide the ways and means.

Mr. YEKBY regarded his resolution as an in¬
dependent proposition. We should determine at
once what amount was to be appropriated lor
the purpose of education. Every architect r°n-

sijers ilie sum to be invested in the buildings be¬
fore he decides upon the design,the size and num¬
bered the halls. |
Mr. LEE thought it more judicious first 10 de-

tennine upon the plan. Various plans had been
proposed, and for many ofihese he would be un¬

willing to appiopriatea single dollar.
The House refused to pass by the order of the

day for the purpose indicated.
Mr. SOUTHALL would explain the views

of the Committee on Schools and Colleges. Va-
riou- plans had been submitted to the committee:
the existing system of primary schools, a projet
from the Education Convention, and others pre¬
sented bv individuals. Some of the«e appeared
»o be practicable, others visionary in the extreme.
Tbe committee did not conceive it to be politic,
to adopt entirely any system that was proposed.
Different sections ol the country would require dif¬
ferent systems adapted to their peculiar circum
stances. The Committee then decided in fav^r
ol the present as fhe best general system; each
county betng empowered to adopt such system ol
primary schools as a majority of i's voters might
elect. The ppople of each county would best
know their own situation and wants, and the sys
tem that would be most beneficial. They would
make the selection, and the Legislature would
give to it the sanction of a law. He did not
concur with the Convention as to the proprie¬
ty ol permitting the majority in each county
to tax the minority. This plan would not suc¬
ceed. It should require at least two-thirds o| ihe

qualified votprs of a county lo adopt any plan
with the prospect ol success. He wished to hear
the views of gentlemen with respect to the vari¬
ous sys'ems proposed.
Mr. EDGINGTON regretted thai indisposi¬

tion prevented him from doing justice to the atti¬
tude in which he was placed. He was the advo¬
cate of the plan proposed by the*Education Con¬
vention. For some time past the public mind had
been deeply interested in ihe all important subject
of education. It had been discussed in the pub¬
lic prints and in primary assemblies. A con¬

vention was at length assembled in this city,
composed of mostdisiinguished individuals from
every portion ol the Commonwealth, for the
purpose of devising a better system than the one
now in operation. The subject was discussed in
all its vat ions ramifications. Different plans
were considered by the Convention, and the re¬

sult was a report which had been presented to the
Legislature. If any subject ever had been fully
discussed, it was the system of general education
and primary schools. The results ol the present j
system, as exhibited in the last ccnsus, were di« j
graceful to the Slate. Whatever ihe pic«cnt
system might be in theory, in practice it had lit-

terly failed. In order to compromise ihe differing
opinions on thi* subject, the Convention had pro-
posed the introduction of a system that would not
militate against the one at present in operation,
In 1843, the Board ol the Literary Fund had
been called upon by the Legislature to report a

plan ol general education, and liicre was no es-

scntialdifference in ptincipic between the Board
anil the Convention in their respective reports..
The Convention proposed thai the district sys-
tem, and the old system as at present existing, or

as amended, be submitted to the qualified vot«rs

of each couniy at the approaching spring elec¬

tions. He would not discuss the question as to

ihe propriety ol the distinction at present existing
between the rich and the poor. Many had been
deprived ol the benefits of the present sysiem by
false pride. It was not proposed to take from the
Treasury more than was at pic-ent appropriated
from the Literary Fund, but to authorise each t
county to add to this amount what they
might think proper. Could it be expected that
any system woold meet with ihe approbation of
every voter! Objections had not been stated to

ihe details, but to the introduction of ihe system,
The Convention had been censnred, as designing
to dictate to the Legislature. Their report was

merely in the form of a recommendation. It
had heen said that eight or nine hundred ihou-
sand c'ollars would b.* required for the proposed
system. The school quotas support the present
system, and he could show that this plan would
require a less amount. It was proposed by a

Convention composed of practical men, of teach-
ers. and it was presented alone upon its merits. Is
was at war wi:h no other sys'ein, and only re¬

quired the sanction of a law to give it ihe neces¬

sary validity, and to authorize the erection of
school houses, and the employment ol teachers.
Let the gentleman from Albemarle present his
own plan, and he would promise 10 give it all due
consideration. He moved to amend the first reso-

lution of the Committee, by substituting ihe term

j "expedient," in lieu of the word "inexpedient."
Mr. SOUTHALL said, if he understood the

j gentleman, there wa* a but a narrow isthmus be¬
tween them. He desired to present a system of

primary education to the people, and they are re¬

quired to select ihisor noihing.
I Mr. EDGINGTON was misunderstood. He
had said that the plan proposed by him, if reject-
ed, would not interfere with the existing system.
Mr. SOUTHALL thought the Legislature

owed i's thanks to the members ofthe Convention
for their disinterested labors in the cause of edu-
lion. Theit suggestions should be considered.
This plan, among many others, was belore the
Convention, anil its journals wouhl show thai

there was much difference of opinion with rc-

spect 10 it. The majority of the Committee ap
pointed by the Convention had opposed this
system. The Committee of Schools and Col¬
leges declined adopting this system, but left
the people free to select for themselves that
which seemed best adapted to their peculiar
circumstances. Afler they had made the se¬

lection, the Legislature might assist in carrying
it into operation If we adopt this particularsys-
lem, it might be rejected in many portions of
the State. When two-thirds of the voters have se¬

lected a plan, and it shall have been sanctioned
bv ihe Legislature, it would then he found to
the best in practice forihem. He had heard ihe
opinion expressed, that the present primary sys¬
tem was not regarded by the people as so very ob-
jeciionablc. In the Sabba'h Schools which had
been productive of so much gocd, there was no

distinction as to classes in socitty; the rich and
the poor, all met on a common platlorm of equali¬
ty. The principal objection to the present sys-
tem u as, that it did not properly pay the teachers.

is in our midst. William Taylor, a represents-!
tive in Congress from the State of Virginia, is no
more He died at his own chambers in this city,
this morning, at 4 o'clock.
The brief time which has elapsed since his de¬

cease has not allowed me an opportunity of as¬

certaining the circumstances attending that event.

Since he'reached Washington at the commence¬
ment of our session, he has labored under con¬

stant indisposition A general debility prevaded
his physical Irame; anil this morning he suddenly
expired. He sunk suddenly, and in a moment
lile was extinct. Without a murmur, without a

sigh, he stink to rest.evincing, at his depariure
from this world, a calm composure, a quiet resig¬
nation. which admirably corresponded with the
smooth progress of his previous life.
He was born in Alexandria, in this district..

In early life, he removed to the Valley of Virginia;
and, having married, located himself in Rock¬
bridge county, where he has ever since resided..
Blesi in his domestic relation*, happiness and
contentment have been his good fortune.

If, sir, his life has been matked by no extraor¬
dinary incidents, that farf constitutes an enco¬
mium on the moral beauty of his character. Al¬
though a well-educated lawyer, and highly repu¬
table member of the bar, he manifested r.o rest¬
less eagerness for distinction, and suffered not
the promptings of wordlv ambition tn disturb
the evenness of his temper, and heway him into
uncongenial controversy. Remarkable through¬
out life for his uninterrupted equaniminv, never¬
theless he was-, in his public capacity, firm and
decided in his opinions; and in the conscientious
discharge ol his duties he was inflexibly upright.

Justice and integrity characterized his entire
intercourse with his fellow-men. Honor in its best
sense regulated his conduct.
Whether contemplated in the faithful dis-

charge of his public duties, or in his fair and |
lion rable intercourse with his fellow-men, or as
an exemplary husband and father, reposing in
tranquil Happiness by his own fireside, in com¬

pany with an affectionate wile and children.in
whatever scere, or under whatever aspect we

may examine the c haracter of my departed col¬
league, he will be emphatically pronounced, in
ihe most dignified and lefined definition ol the
term, a gentleman.
Such, sir, was the man who, in the wise dis¬

pensation of an inscrutable Providence, has betn
removed fiom bis country and his family before
he had attained an old age.
Of the grief of his bereaved companion, and his

now fatherless children, it does not become me to

attempt a description. Into that private'and sa¬

cred scene of mourning 1 will not, even by imagi¬
nation, intrude.

If early consolation ran alleviate their distress,
some portion of it ui?y, perhaps, be derived fiom
the reflection that he was unive sally esteemed
and beloved by his acquaintance?; and that all his
colleagues, in the highest degree, respected and
loved him, and mourn his loss as that ofa bi other.

But, sir, at last the highest <ouice of cniulort
and consequent resignation to their bereavement
will be derived from their Christian belief that the
ways of God, however inexplicable to ihe finite
wisdom ofman, are just; and from the Christian
hope that a world of sin, and sorrow, and temp¬
tation, has been exchanged f« r one of immortal
bliss.
Mr. D. concluded by offering the following re¬
